Bank’s  apartment  above  a 
launderette  in  this  sleepy 
country  town  35  miles 
southwest  of  London  served 
as  headquarters  for  the  SAS 
until  recent  developments, 
including  return  of  50  of  the 
mercenaries  and  reports  that 
14  of  their  comrades  were 


executed  after  demanding  to 
go  home. 

Banks  says  Belford  paid 
him  $75,000  to  cover  initial 
payments,  equipment,  hotel 
bills,  bus  rental  and  other 
expenses  for  150  mercenaries 
to  fly  to  Angola.  He  said  it 
was  the  only  time  he  handled 
money  for  such  transactions. 

“I  can’t  say  anything  about 
an  American  connection,” 
Banks  said. 


He  said  he  personally  sent 
only  111  men  to  Angola.

Kelley:  Don't  hamstring  FBI 


^WASHINGTON  (AP) 

BI  Director  Clarence  Kelley 
iid  Wednesday  that  too 
uch  restrictive  legislation 
fer  the  agency’s  domestic 
telligence  activities  may 
amper  its  ability  to 
tvestigate  terrorist  groups  in 
e  future. 

Kelley,  in  testimony  to  a 
J  udiciary 
littee,  said  he 
idorses  FBI  guidelines 
proposed  by  the  Justice 
fepartment,  but  added  that 


restrictions  should  not  go  too 
far. 

“I  want  to  emphasize  that 
these  domestic  intelligence 
investigations  are  not 
undertaken  for  the  purpose  of 
collecting  information  on 
those  who  hold  unpopular  or 
controversial  political  views,” 
Kelley  said.  “Their  focus  is 
on  conduct,  not  ideas  - 
conduct  that  involves  or  is 
likely  to  involve  a  violation  of 
federal  law."

Rep.  Herman  Badillo,  D-N.Y., 
announced  at  the  hearing  he 
is  filing  a  House  resolution 
asking  for  rejection  of  the 
proposed  FBI  guidelines  on 
grounds  they  are  not  tough 
enough. 

He  condemned  the 
guidelines  “as  so  broad  as  to 
give  license  to  exactly  the 
same  kinds  of  activity  the 
FBI  has  carried  on  up  until 
now  without  the  benefit  of 
guidelines.” 

“During  the  past  months,” 
he  said,  “we  have  been 
shocked  by  the  revelations 
surrounding  Cointelpro 
operations  against  Martin 
Luther  King.  If  the  new 
guidelines  are  ever 
promulgated,  exactly  the 
same  kind  of  activities  could 
be  given  the  sanction  of 
respectability.”  F 

Groups  harassed 

Cointelpro  was  a  domestic 
intelligence  program 
operating  from  the  1950s  and 
the  1960s  in  which  the  FBI 
disrupted  and  harassed  groups 


of  right  and  left  persuasions. 

Badillo  said  that  early 
activities  of  King’s  Southern 
Christian  Leadership 
Conference  led  to  some 
violence  and  so  the  new 
guidelines  would  have  still 
permitted  harassment  of 
King. 

But  Rep.  Don  Edwards, 
D-Calif.,  chairman  of  the  Civil 
and  Constitutional  Rights 
subcommittee,  said  he  thinks 
Atty.  Gen.  Edward  H.  Levi  is 
doing  very  well  on  the  draft 
guidelines,  and  he  intends  to 
hold  more  hearings  on  new 
tentative  guidelines  as  they 
are  developed.

Now  planning  a  career  in 
courtroom  law,  she  said  her 
interest  lies  in  becoming  a 
judge. 

Miss  Burdick  said  she  serves 
15-20  hours  per  week  in  her 
capacity,  in  addition  to 
carrying  a  class  load  of  18 
credit  hours. 

“I  don’t  know  how  I  do 
it,”  she  said  of  the  demand 
on  her  time.  “I  just  try  not  to 
think  about  it.”

Famine  in  Africa 
threatens  millions

NIAMEY,  Niger  (AP)  - 
The  government  of  this 
impoverished  nation  in 
Central  Africa  says  nearly  a 
fourth  of  its  5  million  people 
are  threatened  with  serious 
malnutrition.  It  has  appealed 
for  200,000  tons  of 
emergency  food  before  the 
rainy  season  begins  in  May. 
Foreign  Minister  Moumouni 
Djermakoye  Adamou  said  a 


rains  make  distribution 
difficult. 

A1  Baron,  regional  director 
for  the  U.S.  Agency  for 
International  Development, 
said  the  last  crops  were  badly 
reduced  by  irregular  rainfall 
and  by  plagues  of  rats  and 
locusts. 

“In  many  areas  there  was 
virtually  no  crop  this  year, 
and  in  some  areas  it  was  the 
second  such  year  in  a  row,” 
Baron  said. 

Baron  said  only  about 
25,000  tons  of  relief  food 
had  arrived  this  year.  The 
United  States  provided  2,000 
tons  in  November  and 
December,  agreed  recently  to 
supply  a  further  6,000  tons 
and  was  ready  to  talk  to  the 
Niger  government  about 
supplying  15,000  tons  more, 
he  said. 

If  adequate  food  supplies 
do  not  get  to  the  people 
before  the  rainy  season  there 
will  be  a  massive  exodus  to 
the  cities,  causing  feeding 
problems  there  and 
threatening  another  poor 
harvest  later  this  year,  the 
government  said. 

The  United  Nations  Food 
and  Agricultural  Organization 
said  in  December  that  Niger 
needed  108,000  tons  of 
emergency  food  supplies,  and 
Baron  said  he  believed  this 
“still  tands.” 

Another  expert  said  the 
inadequate  distribution 
system  could  get  the 
minimum  to  needed  areas 
only  if  there  was  an 
oversupply.

professor  of  psychology  at 
BYU,  takes  off  into  the  grey 
morning. 

It’s  a  ritual  Dr.  Thorne  goes 
through  twice  a  month  as  a 
part  of  two  traveling  clinic 
programs  he  and  a  colleague, 
Dr.  Reed  Payne,  are 
conducting  in  cooperation 
with  Uinta  and  Millard 
counties. 

“We  feel  our  involvement 
in  something  like  this  is  fairly 
critical  in  clinical  training,” 
Dr.  Payne  said.  Dr.  Thorne 
added  that  it  gave  them  an 
opportunity  to  keep  their 
therapy  skills  honed  and  to 
provide  psychological  services 
to  rural  areas  of  the  state. 

Flying  beginnings 

The  flying  began  about 
nine  years  ago  just  before  Dr. 
Thorne  was  invited  to  help 
with  a  clinic  Dr.  Payne  was 
operating  in  Vernal.  Dr. 
Thorne  said  the  160-mile 
drive  plus  the  long  hours  at 
the  clinic  often  forced  them 
to  stay  overnight.  He  had 
always  wanted  to  learn  to  fly, 
and  the  clinic  gave  him  added 
incentive. 

Since  those  beginnings,  Dr. 
Thorne  has  moved  to  another 
clinic  in  Fillmore.  Dr.  Payne 
has  continued  in  Vernal. 


5-nation  tour 


“Flying  has  made  it 
possible  for  me  to  get  there  in 
the  morning  at  a  reasonable 
time  and  get  home  at  a 
reasonable  time,”  Dr.  Thorne 
said. 

The  mental  problems 
encountered  in  small  towns 
are,  according  to  Dr.  Thorne, 
just  as  great  as  those  found  in 
the  larger  cities.  Speaking  of 
the  wide  variety  of  problems 
they  treat,  he  said,  “You  can 
just  about  name  it  and  we  see 
it.” 

One  problem  he  mentioned 
was  the  lack  of  outlets  in  the 
small  town  for  a  person  with 
emotional  problems.  Feelings 
of  alienation  and  psychosis 
were  cited  as  examples  of 
major  problems. 

“In  a  city  the  problem  may 
be  a  lack  of  identification:  in 
the  small  town  it  may  be  a 
lack  of  acceptance,”  he  said. 

Weight  problems 

Though  on  opposite  ends 
of  the  spectrum,  two  of  Dr. 
Thorne’s  most  unique  cases 
were  clients  with  weight 
problems.  One  was  a 
17-year-old  girl  suffering 
from  a  severe  neurosis  which 
focused  so  intensely  on  eating 
that  she  was  almost  unable  to 
eat. 


“She  would  spend  hours 
getting  12  eggs  and  lining 
them  up  according  to  size, 
color,  and  shape,  and  then 
choose  one  to  fry  and  then 
spend  another  hour  eating 
it,”  Thorne  said. 

The  other  extreme  was  a 
360-pound  woman  who  had 
her  mouth  wired  shut  in 
order  to  lose  weight. 

“It’s  something  we  don’t 
recommend  very  much,” 
Thorne  said.  “But  in  order  to 
get  her  down  to  where  losing 
weight  was  not  an 
astronomical  problem,  we 
had  to  bring  some  help  to 

Consult  and  train 

Since  extensive  therapy  is 
difficult  to  conduct  in 
bimonthly  visits,  the  two 
psychologists  spend  most  of 
their  time  training  and 
consulting  with  school  and 
community  leaders. 

A  major  project  they 
helped  implement  was  a 
reading  improvement 
program  utilizing  behavior 

elementary  school.  The 
school  had  an  enrollment  of 
150  students,  mostly  from

These 
points  could  be  traded  for 
various  treats,  privileges,  or 
extra  time  to  operate 
teaching  machines.  As  a  result 
of  the  project,  the  average 
student  improved  his  reading 
1.33  grade  levels. 

Many  benefit 

Still,  Dr.  Payne  considers 
his  greatest  success  the 
development  of  therapy  skills 
in  the  local  people. 
Emphasizing  the  concept  of 
community  psychology,  he 


said,  has  helped  make 
residents  more  conscious  of 
the  importance  of  the  total 
community  working  together. 

He  said  the  traveling  clinics 
also  benefit  the  university. 
Graduate  students  gain 
valuable  experience  when 
accompanying  the  professors. 
Both  try  to  use  doctoral 
candidates  as  often  as 
possible.  Dr.  Payne  is 
currently  working  with 
several  in  Vernal. 

But  perhaps  Thorne 
identified  the  greatest  value 
of  the  program  when  he  said, 
“Where  else  would  these 
people  get  to  see  a 
psychologist?”

Latins  ready 
for  Kissinger 

CARACAS,  Venezuela  (AP)  -  “If  Kissinger  gets  difficult 
we’ll  just  nationalize  him,”  said  a  cartoon  character  in  a 
Caracas  newspaper  as  Latin  America  awaited  a 
twice-postponed  visit  by  Secretary  of  State  Henry  A. 
Kissinger. 

The  secretary  is  scheduled  to  arrive  in  Caracas  on  Monday 
to  initiate  a  nine-day  trip.  He  will  also  go  to  Peru,  Brazil, 
Colombia  and  Costa  Rica,  where  several  Central  American 
presidents  are  expected  to  see  him. 

Though  a  Venezuelan  government  source  Wednesday  said 
the  visit  is  being  taken  “very  seriously,”  the  union  and  the 
cartoon  reflect  the  pique  underlying  the  official  reception 
Kissinger  will  get  on  his  tour  of  five  Latin- American  nations. 

U.S.  diplomats  here  say  Kissinger  wants  to  cultivate  a 
better  relationship  with  the  region  and  would  also  discuss  the 
Soviet  and  Cuban  intervention  in  Angola.  The  concrete  issues 
on  the  minds  of  Latin-American  leaders  will  be  trade  and 
other  economic  matters. 

A  number  of  Latin  Americans  note  that  he  has  previously 
given  up  visits  here  for  seemingly  more  pressing  world  spots. 
Observed  the  Brasilia  daily,  Correio  Braziliense: 

“Perhaps  he  has  convinced  himself  that  the  world  is  not 
summarized  in  the  Washington-Jerusalem-Cairo-Peking- 
Moscow  route.”

C  tablet 

cure  for  Ombudsman 

colds? 

They  call  it  the  common  cold,  but  the  proclaimed  “cures” 
have  been  anything  but  common.  A  recent  fad  is  the  vitamin 
C  habit.  Is  it  really  good  for  colds? 

Several  studies  have  been  made,  but  it  is  difficult  to  obtain 
any  concrete  result. 

From  one  of  the  more  authentic  and  controlled  studies, 
the  results  are  not  dramatic.  The  difference  in  amount  of 
colds  between  the  group  who  took  vitamin  C  and  the  control 
group  was  less  than  10  per  cent.  Vitamin  C  takers  seemed  to 
have  less  severe  colds,  as  they  missed  33  per  cent  less  working 
days  as  a  result  of  colds. 

Probably  the  most  important  finding  was  the  fact  that  the 
maximum  body  storage  can  be  maintained  by  taking  120  mg. 
of  vitamin  C  per  day.  This  varies  if  the  person  is  sick,  but  it 
basically  means  that  an  eight  ounce  glass  of  orange  juice 
alone  will  provide  all  the  vitamin  C  the  body  can  use.  Any 
more  than  that  will  pass  through  the  body  unused. 

Other  good  sources  of  vitamin  C  are  broccoli,  brussel 
sprouts,  strawberries,  tomatoes  and  citrus  fruits.  If  you  think 
you  need  tablets,  buy  the  cheapest,  because  vitamin  C  or 
ascorbic  acid  is  all  the  same.

Global  voyage 
goal  of  woman 


GDANSK,  Poland  (AP)  -  A  45-year-old  Polish  woman 
ship-builder  has  set  out  to  beat  two  rivals  and  become  the 
first  woman  to  sail  solo  around  the  world.  Her  big  fears  are 
illness  and  whales. 

Krystyna  Chojnowska-Likiewicz,  mother  of  two,  left  this 
Polish  Baltic  city  last  week  aboard  a  freighter  carrying  her 
31-foot  sailboat  “Mazurek”  to  Las  Palmas  where  she’ll  start 
the  two-year,  30,000-mile  voyage. 

She  is  due  in  the  Canary  Islands  at  the  end  of  February. 
The  date  of  her  sailboat  departure  from  Las  Palmas  has  not 
been  set  yet,  but  she  is  expected  to  leave  in  mid-March. 

Her  route  leads  through  the  Panama  Canal,  past  Tahiti  and 
Australia,  across  the  Indian  Ocean  and  around  the  Cape  of 
Good  Hope  back  to  Las  Palmas.  She  plans  to  buy  some 
supplies  along  the  way  and  get  others  from  Polish  freighters 
in  different  ports  of  call. 

Her  boat  was  built  by  her  husband,  a  master  yacht  maker. 
It  is  made  of  plastic  with  a  39-foot  mast  and  Dacron  sails, 
and  has  a  small  auxiliary  engine,  Western-made  navigation 
instruments  and  a  two-way  radio. 

“I  have  two  important  rivals  -  Waltraud  Meyer  of  Austria 
whose  boat  is  moored  in  a  Spanish  harbor,  all  ready  to  sail, 
and  Noriko  Kobayaski  of  Japan,”  Mrs. 
Chojnowska-Liskiewicz  said  before  leaving  Gdansk. 

“But  I  heard  Waltraud  was  ill  and  couldn’t  leave  ahead  of 
me.  Noriko  has  just  now  finished  her  trans-Pacific  crossing 
and  she  too  won’t  be  able  to  leave  soon. 

“So,  perhaps  my  dream  will  come  true  and  I’ll  be  the 
first.” 

“I  only  fear  a  sudden  sickness  or  food  poisoning,  or  some 
strange  accident  like  being  hit  by  a  whale,”  she  said. 

According  to  Guinness  Book  of  World  Records,  Capt. 
Joshua  Slocum,  51,  of  the  United  States,  made  the  first  solo 
circumnavigation  of  the  globe.  He  left  Newport,  R.I.,  on 
April  24,  1895,  and  returned  July  3,  1898,  after  a  trip  of 
46,000  miles.

A  statement  by  the 
judges  mention  that  no  judge 
of  that  court  “is  included  as  a 
plaintiff  in  the  lawsuit” 
though  any  decision  in  favor 
or  the  plaintiffs  presumably 
would  favor  all  federal  judges. 

The  judges  base  their  suit, 
naming  the  United  States  as 
defendant,  on  a 
constitutional  provision  that 
pay  for  the  lifetime- 
appointed  judges  “shall  not 
be  diminished.” 

They  say  that 
compensation  “in  its 
constitutional  context  does 
not  mean  salary  but 
purchasing  power.”  For  their 
lawyer,  the  judges  chose 
former  Supreme  Court 
Justice  Arthur  Goldberg. 

Even  before  the  suit  was 
filed,  some  judges  in  different 
parts  of  the  country 


distributed  a  “my  dear 
editor”  letter  along  with  the 
petition  and  a  separate 
statement.  The  letter  said 
“we  have  been  unfairly 
singled  out  and  discriminated 
against.” 

The  suit  asks  that  the 
government  reimburse  the 
judges  for  a  34.5  per  cent 
decrease  in  the  value  of  their 
pay  dollar  in  the  period  from 
March  15,  1969,  to  Oct.  1, 
1975.  During  that  period’ 
federal  district  judges  earned 
$40,000  a  year  and  appeals 
court  judges  $42,500. 

They  claim  that  inflation 
reduced  their  spending  power 
to  about  $26,000  a  year  for 
district  judges  and  $27,800 
for  the  appeals  judges. 

“Unlike  most  citizens  of 
the  United  States  who  are 
gainfully  employed,  including 
most  federal  employes, 


federal  judges  received  no 
increase  in  salary  to  adjust  for 
this  decrease,”  the  petition 
says. 


Extra  Israeli  aid 
decision  pending 

WASHINGTON  (AP)  -

House  passes  jobs  measure 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  - 
The  House  passed  Tuesday  a 
bill  designed  by  its  sponsors 
to  create  or  maintain  600,000 
jobs,  but  which  opponents 
called  overexpensive, 
ineffective  and  a  likely  target 
for  a  veto. 

The  239-154  vote  was  23 


less  than  would  be  needed  to 
enact  the  measure  over  a  veto 
by  President  Ford.  Before 
going  to  the  White  House, 
moreover,  the  bill  would  have 
to  be  approved  by  the  Senate. 

Before  passing  the  bill,  the 
House  defeated,  226  to  175, 
a  substitute  closer  to  the 
administration  program.  It 


would  have  continued  the 
existing  public  works  job

House-passed  measure  would 
go  farther. 

It  would  continue  federal 
funding  for  an  existing 
program  of  320,000  public 
service  jobs  in  state  and  local 
governments. 


Plaintiffs  are  38  district 
judges  and  six  from  appeals 
courts.

Woman: 
'Kennedy 
saved  me ’ 

WASHINGTON  (AP)  - 
Sen.  Edward  M.  Kennedy, 
D-Mass.,  recently  saved  a 
young  woman  from  serious 
injury  or  death,  columnist 
Jack  Anderson  reported 
Tuesday. 

Anderson’s  column  said 
that  the  woman,  Carol 
Chealander,  was  entering  a 
crowded  elevator  at  the 
Capitol  on  Jan.  22  when  the 
doors  closed  around  her  neck, 
trapping  her. 

The  elevator  operator  froze 
and  the  doors  began  to  crush 
her  neck,  Anderson  said. 
Kennedy  twice  told  the 
elevator  operator  to  let  go  on 
the  handle  and  when  there 
was  no  response  the  senator 
knocked  the  operator’s  hand 
off  the  control,  allowing  the 
doors  to  spring  open, 
Anderson  said. 

A  spokesman  in  Kennedy’s 
office  said  he  believed  such 
an  incident  took  place  but 
had  no  details.  The  woman 
could  not  be  reached. 

Anderson  quoted  the 
woman  as  commenting:  “If 
Sen.  Kennedy  hadn’t  kept  his 
head,  I’d  be  dead.” 

She  has  been  out  of  work 
at  the  Senate  Republican 
Policy  Committee  since  the 
incident,  Anderson  said.

Cardinal  Suenens,  71,  has 
advocated  diocesan  election 
of  bishops,  and  that  all 
bishops  share  in  electing  the 
Pope,  instead  of  cardinals 
only  as  at  present.  He  was  a 
leading  figure  in  the  reforms 
of  the  Second  Vatican 
Council  of  1962-65. 

The  prize  will  be  presented 
to  Cardinal  Suenens  April  13 
in  London.

There  is  no  drought  of  Mormon  art  Add  maternity  benefits  to  insurance 


I  agree  with  the  definitions  of  art  given  by  Cassity  and 
K-ing  in  the  Feb.  6  Universe.  However,  I  do  not  agree  with 
those  who  think  there  is  a  drought  of  Mormon  art.  As  Elder 
Packer  pointed  out,  we  do  have  a  rich  heritage:  we  just  don’t 
know  it.  A  little  reading  in  our  church  publications  might 
enlighten  us— for  example,  “Our  Heritage  of  Hymns”  by 
Carol  C.  Madsen  in  the  November  1975  New  Era. 

As  for  modern-day  artists,  only  a  few  examples  are  Dennis 
Smith,  Trevor  Southey,  Ruth  and  Nathan  Hale,  Virginia 
Sorenson,  Juanita  Brooks  and  Helen  Hinckley  Jones.  There 
are  also  saints  in  other  countries  who  are  well  known  for 
their  talents,  such  as  Knud  and  Soren  Edsberg  of  Denmark. 
(An  article  about  them  appeared  in  the  October  1975 
Ensign.)  The  Church  magazines  themselves  are  good 
examples  of  Mormon  art.  The  layout  and  art  work  found  in 
the  Ensign,  New  Era,  and  Friend  could  equal  that  in  any 
periodical  in  the  nation.  The  fact  is  that  there  are  Mormon 
artists,  but  we  are  not  educated  enough  to  appreciate  them. 

Brigham  Young  once  said,  “Learn  everything  that  the 
children  of  men  know,  and  be  prepared  for  the  most  refined 
society  upon  the  face  of  the  earth,  then  improve  on  this  until 
we  are  prepared  and  permitted  to  enter  the  society  of  the 
blessed -the  holy  angels,  that  dwell  in  the  presence  of  God.” 
(“Journal  of  Discourses,”  16:77)  BYU  was  begun  for  this 
very  purpose.  Yet  how  many  of  us  are  really  involved  in 
learning?  To  those,  like  myself,  who  are  concerned  with 
promoting  interest  in  arts  among  church  members,  I  would 
say  first  take  care  of  your  own  education— it  is  the  most 
important  thing  you  could  ever  do.

likelihood  of  problems  such 
as  birth  defects  and  infant 
death,  researchers  have  found 
in  a  study. 

The  study  of  all  first  births 
by  teen-agers  in  Utah  in  1972 
found  some  70  per  cent  of 
the  babies  were  conceived  out 
of  wedlock,  which  is  close  to 
the  national  average  for 
teen-age  mothers. 

Preliminary  results  of  the 
study  were  released  this 
month  by  Dr.  Peter  C.  van 
Dyck,  deputy  state  health 
director,  and  John  E. 
Brockert,  director  of  the 
State  Bureau  of  Health 
Statistics. 

Van  Dyck  offers  this  advice 
to  teen-agers,  largely  due  to 
the  study: 

1.  Don’t  get  pregnant 
before  age  18.  One  out  of 
every  three  to  four 
unprotected  intercourses 
results  in  pregnancy,  he  says. 

2.  If  you  get  pregnant, 
accept  it  and  resolve 
problems  quickly. 

“Parents,  agencies  and 
churches  need  to  help  the 
teen-ager  accept  the  fact  of 
pregnancy  and  cope  with  it  as 
soon  as  possible,”  he  said. 

Continuation  of  the  study 
is  expected  to  show  those 
getting  married  latest  in  the 


pregnancy  are  slowest  to  seek 
prenatal  care,  which  van 
Dyck  says  could  be  the  key 
to  explaining  the  study 
results. 

Previous  studies  have 
shown  teen-agers  have  greater 
pregnancy-birth  problems 
than  women  in  their  20s  and 
30s. 

Dyck,  Brockert  and 
medical  student  Craig  Heiner, 
correlated  birth  certificate 
data  for  the  2,963  babies 
with  marriage  certificates  and 
death  certificates  for  babies 
which  died  in  their  first  year, 

“It  was  the  first  study 
which  really  links  dates,  that 
is  state-wide  and  that  takes  in 
one  whole  year,”  Van  Dyck 
said. 

Of  the  mothers,  96.5  per 
cent  were  white. 

Of  the  babies,  578  were 
listed  on  birth  certificates  as 
illegitimate,  1,147  were  bom 
within  about  8 Vi  months  of 
the  parents’  marriage  and  no 
marriage  certificate  could  be 
found  in  597  other  cases. 

The  scientists  looked  for 
marriage  certificates  in  the 
county  where  the  baby  was 
born,  surrounding  counties, 
counties  having  Mormon 
temples  and  Nevada.  Nearly 


one-fifth  of  the  marriages 
were  in  Nevada. 

The  study  found  the 
younger  the  mother,  the  later 
in  pregnancy  she  tended  to 
marry  and  the  greater  number 
of  illegitimate  births. 

The  study  found  mothers 
not  married  until  the  last 
trimester  of  pregnancy  had 
the  most  birth-pregnancy 
problems. 

Those  married  in  the 
second  trimester  had  more 
problems  than  those  married 
in  the  first  trimester,  who  in 
turn  had  more  problems  than 
those  who  conceived  after 
marriage. 

A  finding  not  yet  explained 
was  that  conceptions  within  a 
couple  of  weeks  of  marriage 
resulted  in  more 
pregnancy-birth  problems 
than  those  which  occurred 
after  a  longer  period  of 
marriage  or  who  got  married 
shortly  after  conception. 

Also  to  be  studied  is  the 
finding  that  unmarried 
mothers  had  fewer 
pregnancy-birth  problems 
than  those  who  married  late 
in  their  pregnancies  but  more 
than  those  who  married.

Erosion  fears 
spur  plowing 

WICHITA,  Kan.  (AP)  —  Wheat  farmers  in  the  Great  Plains 
have  begun  plowing  under  part  of  their  drought-shriveled 
1976  crop  in  a  desperate  effort  to  head  off  severe  wind 
erosion  that  could  affect  millions  of  acres. 

High  winds  this  week  in  western  Kansas  and  the  Oklahoma 
and  Texas  panhandles  kicked  up  dust  storms  reminiscent  of 
Dust  Bowl  days. 

Allan  Bowman,  district  director  in  southwestern  Kansas  for 
the  Agricultural  Stabilization  and  Conservation  Service,  said 
the  drought  already  has  cut  expected  wheat  production  in 
southwestern  Kansas  to  about  50  per  cent  of  the  normal 
30-bushel  per  acre  yield. 

Lack  of  rainfall  has  plagued  the  wheat-growing  region  from 
Nebraska  to  Texas.  Winter  wheat,  which  makes  up  about 
three-fourths  of  all  the  nation’s  wheat  production,  has  been 
drastically  affected  by  the  drought,  agricultural  officials 
reported. 

Mrs.  Earl  Hayes  of  Stafford,  Kan.,  whose  husband  is 
president  of  the  Kansas  Association  of  Wheat  Growers,  said 
growers  estimate  they  have  lost  at  least  75  million  to  100 
million  bushels,  figures  that  translate  into  ’a  ldss  of  between 
$225  million  and  $300  million  at  current  farm  prices. 

The  federal  Soil  Conservation  Service  said  10.3  million 
acres  of  land  from  the  Dakotas  to  Texas  were  open  to  severe 
wind  erosion  by  the  end  of  December  and  more  than  one 
million  acres  already  had  been  damaged. 

Farmers  in  Colorado,  Kansas,  New  Mexico,  Oklahoma  and 
Texas  plowed  up  about  430,000  acres  of  cropland  —  much  of 
it  planted  with  winter  wheat  —  in  November  and  December 
because  of  the  drought.  Emergency  tillage  was  accelerating  in 
some  areas  as  the  dry  weather  continued.

Spray  ban 

triggers 

abortions 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  A 
short-lived  ban  on  spray 
adhesives  by  the  U.S. 
Consumer  Product  Safety 
Commission  frightened  many 
pregnant  women  and  led  at 
least  eight  women  across  the 
country  to  have  unnecessary 
abortions,  a  new  study  says. 

The  ban  on  the  products 
was  -lifted  six  months  after  it 
was  imposed  in  1973,  but  the 
study  by  a  New  York  State 
researcher  says  some  doctors 
were  flooded  with  calls  from 
pregnant  women  worried 
about  possible  birth  defects 
due  to  the  product. 

The  commission  banned 
spray  adhesives  because  an 
Oklahoma  researcher  said  two 
deformed  babies  and  their; 
parents  had  genetic  damage 
that  might  be  linked  to  the 
adhesives. 

In  January  1974,  the 
commission  reversed  its 
position,  saying  there  is  no 
evidence  the  product  causes 
birth  defects  or  genetic 
damage. 

The  safety  commission 
urged  pregnant  women  to 
contact  their  doctors  or 
genetic  specialists 
immediately  after  it 
announced  the  ban  on  the 
products. 

But  Robert  M.  Heir, 
director  of  biomedical  science 
for  the  commission,  said  the 
agency  did  not  encourage  any 
women  to  have  an  abortion.

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Visitors  centers 
employ  creativity 


Developing  “talki  ng”  mannequins  and 
analyzing  possible  locations  for  worldwide 
visitors  centers  are  just  some  of  the 
responsibilities  of  LDS  employes  at  the  LDS 
Exhibits  Division  building  of  the  Public 
Communications  Department. 

Jerry  Cahill,  press  relations  director  for  the 
church,  said  the  two-story  structure, 
dedicated  in  December  1975,  provides 
working  quarters  for  writers,  draftsmen  and 
technicians  who  create,  design  and  build 
“almost  everything  that  goes  into  a  visitors 
center.” 

Cahill  said  each  of  the  employes  has  a  hand 
in  developing  all  that  a  church:  information 
center  needs  to  effectively  instruct  visitors 
about  the  church’s  history,  teachings  and 
purpose. 

Cahill  said  the  church  has  built 
approximately  50  permanent  visitors  centers 
throughout  the  world.  He  added  that 
although  most  of  these  centers  are  located  in 
the  United  States,  the  church  has  many  such 
centers  in  foreign  countries.  Many  of  them 
are  permanent  structures,  while  others  are  of 
a  portable  nature,  used  extensively  in  the 
missionary  program  of  the  church. 


“Generally  all  the  requests  for  visitors 
centers  come  from  the  local  level,”  Cahill 
said.  “Both  stake  presidents  and  mission 
presidents  are  usually  the  ones  who  make 
these  requests.” 


Requests  analyzed 


“When  the  Exhibits  Division  receives  the 
requests,  analyzers  begin  to  assess  each 
possible  visitors  center  location  according  to 
population,  traffic  level,  costs  and  other 
factors  necessary  in  deciding  how  beneficial  a 
visitors  center  would  be  for  the  church  in 
that  area,”  explained  Cahill. 

He  added  that  there  are  many  more 
requests  for  visitors  centers  than  can  be. 
handled,  and  many  requests  must  be  turned 
down. 

Cahill  said  when  the  church  builds  temples, 
visitors  centers  are  often  constructed  near 
them  to  provide  an  informational  service  to 
people  who  come  to  view  the  temple 
grounds.  “Also,  many  visitors  centers  are 
located  in  areas  that  are  important  in  the 
history  of  the  church,”  he  said.

Although  junior  varsity 
programs  in  many  universities 
are  folding  for  financial 
reasons,  BYU’s  jayvee  cagers 
are  gaining  experience  and 
maintaining  a  winning  record 
at  the  same  time. 

.  ^  “Instead  of  being  benched, 
Players  that  aren’t  •  quite 
mature  enough  can  have  some 
competition  and  really  play 
some  good  teams  this  way,” 
says  Coach  Doug  Richards. 
Assistant  Coach  Bill  Bunker 
echoes  his  sentiments,  saying, 
“Every  day  we  practice  for 
two  hours,  and  we  have  some 
20-odd  games.  That’s  much 
better  than  any  intramural 
program.” 

A  BYU  eager  from  1970  to 
1974,  Richards  returned  from 
playing  in  the  European  Cup 
Tourney  in  April  of  last  year 
to  “help  out”  Coach  Frank 
Arnold  by  taking  over  the 
jayvee  team.  He  was  soon 
joined  by  Bill  Bunker,  a 
first-year  law  student  who 
played  basketball  at  Cal 
Poly-Pomona. 

Currently  8-4  for  the 
season,  the  cagers  have 
dropped  two  games  to  Dixie 
and  one  each  to  Arizona 
State  and  El  Camino  Junior 
College,  the  last  by  one  point. 
“The'  guys  just  keep 
improving,  and  that’s  what  is 
gratifying  to  see  as  a  coach,” 
says  Richards.  “They’re  a 
pleasure  to  coach  and  have 
real  good  attitudes,”  he 
continues.  “The  only  thing  is, 
they’re  such  a  quiet  bunch;  in 
the  beginning  we  couldn’t 
even  get  them  to  yell 
‘Switch!’  ” 


‘Inspired’ 

“Doug  has  inspired  us  to 
work  hard,”  says  sophomore 
Dave  McConnell,  “and  that’s 
what  a  jayvee  coach  has  to 
do,  because  none  of  us  is  here 
on  scholarship.” 

Matt  Durrant,  of  Louisville, 
Ky.,  explains,  “Every  coach 
I’ve  had  has  been  the  yelling 
type  and  you  play  because 
you’re  afraid  of  them.  You 
respect  Doug,  and  that’s  your 
inspiration  rather  than  fear.” 

The  junior  cagers  play  for 
reasons  ranging  from  hopes  of 
making  the  varsity  team  to 
getting  experience  for  future 
coa.ching  to  personal 
devalapmejjt  of  their  ,,  game. 
According  to  Richards, 
freshman  Craig  Christensen 
regularly  works  out  with  the 
varsity  team,  occasionally

“It’s  tough  to  make  varsity 
because  schools  can  only  have 
1 5  guys  on  scholarship,”  says 
Richards,  “but  if  they  keep 
improving,  they’ll  get  a  good 
look  from  Coach  Arnold.” 

Freshman  guard  Craig 
Christensen  is  third  in  team 
scoring  with  a  15.3  average.  A 
native  of  Salt  Lake  City, 
Christensen  “passes  as  well  as 
any  young  player  I’ve  seen,” 
says  Richards,  who  predicts 
Christensen  will  “play  a  lot  of 
ball  for  BYU.” 

Leading  rebounder 

Gary  Weight,  a  forward 
from  Payson,  Utah  is  the 
team’s  leading  rebounder  and 
second  leading  scorer  at  1 5 .4. 
Called  an  “excellent  athlete” 
and  very  good  jumper  by  his 
coaches,  Weight  is  also  on 
scholarship  with  the  football 
team. 

Forward  Glen  Roberts  of 
Riverton  is  first  in  total 


scoring  with  a  16.1  average 
and  also  is  on  the  jayvee 
baseball  team.  Although  he 
has  worked  out  with  the 
varsity  team,  Roberts  calls 
jayvee  ball  “a  more  relaxed 
atmosphere”  and  says  his 
work  with  the  varsity  “keeps 
him  humble.” 

A  native  Provoan  and 
chemical  engineering  major, 
sophomore  Larry  Cheesman 
is  what  Richards  calls  “a  good 
shot  and  rebounder.”  He  sets 
his  personal  goals  at  averaging 
10  rebounds  and  15  points  a 
game  and  lists  the  only 
disadvantages  of  jayvee  ball  as 
lack  of  news  coverage  and 
diminished  student  support. 
However,  there  is  also,  he 
notes,  a  lot  less  pressure. 

‘Things  happen’ 

Scott  Sonnenburg, 
freshman  guard  from 
Elmhurst,  Ill.,  brings  to  the 
Cougar  team  what  Richards 
calls  “a  lot  of  good, 
intelligent  basketball  sense.” 
At  6-0,  Sonnenberg  is  quick 


and  gets  the  team  moving, | 
says  Richards.  “When  Scottl 
has  the  ball,  things  really' 
happen.” 

A  sophomore  physical 
education  major,  forward 
Dave  McConnell  came  out  for 
the  jayvee  team  to  try  to 
improve  his  game  for  future 
teaching  seminary  and 
coaching.  “I  really  think 
there  is  a  certain  group  of 
athletes  that  need 
intercollegiate  competition 
but  aren’t  yet  varsity 
material,”  he  says  of  the 
jayvee  program. 

“The  jayvee  team  is  much 
better  than  high  school  and 
there  are  a  lot  of  good 
players,”  says  guard  Durrant. 
A  freshman  who  hopes  to 
stay  with  the  program, 
Durrant’s  top  priority  in  the 
future  is  to  go  on  a  mission 
and  “hopefully  grow  a  few 
inches.”  He  is  6  feet  3  inches 
tall. 


Mission 

Terry  Tebbs,  freshman 
guard  from  Hacienda  Heighs, 
Calif.,  also  puts  a  mission  in 
his  future.  “I  would  like  to 
play  at  BYU  after  that,  but  I 
don’t  know  if  I’ve  got  what  it 
takes,”  he  says.  Richards  says 
Tebbs  is  good  definitely  and 
handles  the  ball  and  pressure 
well. 

“I  just  came  out  to  see  if  I 
could  play,”  says  Dave 
Murray,  “and  improve  my 
game,  and  I  have,  especially 
defensively.”  Murray,  a 
microbiology  major  from  Ft. 
Duchesne,  plays  as  hard  as  he 
can,  with  all  he’s  got,  says 
Richards. 

Steve  Webb,  a  sophomore 
in  physical  education  and  a 
returned  missionary  from 
Paris,  Idaho,  feels  the  jayvee 
team  is  “a  good  learning 
experience  and  a  chance  to  be 
around  guys  who  know  a  lot 
about  the  game.”  Webb  likes 
Richards  because  of  his 
knowledge  of  the  game  and 
because  he  makes  it  “fun 
rather  than  drudgery.” 
Richards  calls  Webb  one  of 
the  quickest  on  the  team  and 
one  who  has  improved  a  lot. 

Outside  shooter 

Jon  Stevenson,  a  freshman 
guard  from  Manhattan  Beach, 
Calif.,  is  an  excellent  outside 
shooter  and  has  played 
especially  iwell  lately,  says 
Richards.

West  German  ski  ace  Rosi 
Mittermaier  picked  up  her 
second  gold  medal  and 
Norway  and  Finland  got  one 
gold  each  on  the  eighth  day 
of  competition  at  this 
carnival  of  ice  and  snow. 

The  U.S.  team,  not 
expected  to  do  well  on 
Wednesday’s  Olympic 
program,  saw  its  string  of 
winning  at  least  one  medal  a 
day  all  but  ended.  The 
Americans  were  blanked 
through  the  day’s  first  three 
final  events  despite  some  fine 
individual  performances.  The 
U.S.  was  not  expected  to  win 
a  medal  in  that  competition 
which  was  scheduled  for  late 
this  afternoon. 

Miss  Hamill  surged  into 
first  place  and  a  virtual  lock 
on  a  gold  by  winning  the 
short  program,  which  counts 
for  20  per  cent  of  the  entire 
competition.  She  was  second 
after  Tuesday’s  compulsory 
figures,  which  count  30  per 
cent  and  now  needs  only  a 
passable  showing  in  Friday’s 
final  leg  of  the  competition  — 
the  freestyle  which  counts  50 
per  cent  —  to  earn  a  gold.  She 
is  considered  the  best 
freeskater  in  the  world. 

Miss  Hamill,  19,  scored  a 
brilliant  9.5  in  the  ordinals 
for  an  over-all  point  total  of 
88.40.  Dianne  de  Leeuw,  the 
Californian  who  is  skating  for 
The  Netherlands,  was  fourth 
in  today’s  competition,  with 
25.5  ordinals,  and  is  second 
over-all  with  84.66  points. 
Miss  de  Leeuw  had  been  the 
pre-Olympics  favorite. 


American  judge  Yvonne 
McGowan  gave  Miss  de 
Leeuw  low  marks  of  5.3  for 
required  elements  and  5.2  for 
presentation  while  most  of 
the  other  judges  had  her  in 
the  5.7  to  5.8  range.

Heading  BYU’s  group  is 
two-time  first  team 
All-American  Mike  Reid.

“I  thought  I  wasn’t  going 
to  do  my  best  and  I  skied  just 
that  way -not  my  best.

Miss  Saubert  added  that 
although  she  doesn’t 
remember  it  as  well  as  the 
slalom  run,  she  did  ski  her 
best  in  the  giant  slalom  and  is 
very  pleased  with  her  silver 
medal  she  won  there. 

She  joined  the  church  two 
years  after  her  Olympic 
experience,  but  even  at  the 
time  of  the  Games  she  was 
“A  member  of  heart,”  and 
jokingly  called  herself  the 
“square  of  the  team.” 

High  standards 

“Even  though  I  set 
standards  for  myself  that  the 
other  team  members  didn’t 
agree  with,  it  didn’t  affect  my 
association  with  them.  If  you 
truly  try  to  live  your  values 
and  beliefs,  others  will 
respect  you  for  it  even  if  they 
disagree,”  she  said. 

“Most  people  don’t  realize 
that  those  who  are  good  at 
what  they  do  in  any  field 


don’t  need  to  compromise,” 
she  added. 

Miss  Saubert  started  skiing 
at  age  nine  in  Cascadia,  Ore., 
where  her  father,  Jack 
Saubert,  administrated  the 
Hoodoo  Ski  Bowl  as  part  of 
his  duties  as  Forest  Service 
district  ranger. 

By  age  10  she  was  racing, 
and  she  won  her  first  title  at 
14,  when  she  walked  away 
with  the  junior  national 
slalom  and  combined  trophies 
at  Slide  Mountain,  Nev. 

She  continued  to  improve 
and  win  numerous  titles,  but 
the  Olympics  didn’t  become  a 
goal  until  she  witnessed  the 
1960  W  inter  Olympics  at 
Squaw  Valley. 

“I  was  watching  the 
women’s  ski  competition,  and 
I  was  thinking  that  they 
looked  pretty  good.  Then  I 
saw  one  girl  make  her  run  and 
I  thought,  “I  can  beat  her!’  ” 
she  said. 

Miss  Saubert  said  she  didn’t 
aim  for  the  Olympics  before 
that  because  she  didn’t  want 
to  set  her  goals  too  high. 

Skiing  is  a  joy 

“To  me,  skiing  is  a  joy.  It’s 
full  of  variety  and  challenge.

Hall  elects 
black  star 

NEW  YORK  (AP)  -  “Oscar 
Charleston  is  Ty  Cobb  and 
Tris  Speaker  rolled  into  one.” 

That’s  the  way  Judy 
Johnson  remembers 
Charleston,  a  former  star 
player  and  manager  in 
baseball’s  black  leagues  who 
was  elected  to  the  Hall  of 
Fame  Tuesday. 

Johnson,  who  was  named 
to  the  Hall  last  year,  played 
with  Charleston  in  1930  on 
the  Homestead  Grays  and 
played  against  him  for  a 
number  of  years. 

Charleston,  who  died  in 
1954  at  the  age  of  58,  began 
his  playing  career  in  1915.  He 
was  managing  a  barnstorming 
black  team  when  he  died. 

“He  was  a  Cobb  on  the 
basepaths,”  Johnson  said. 
“He  (Charleston)  didn’t  want 
anybody  in  his  way,  and  if 
they  did  get  in  his  way  he 
would  take  them  out.” 

A  lefthanded  batter, 
Charleston  compiled  a 
lifetime  batting  average  of 
.380.  In  1925,  he  batted  .430 
and  in  1930  teamed  with 
Johnson,  Josh  Bigson  - 
another  Hall  of  Famer  —  and 
Smoky  Joe  Williams  to  lead 
the  Grays  to  victory  over  the 
New  York  Lincoln  Giants  in 
the  black  “World  Series.”
